My  dear  Mr.  Clason: 

I  have  received  your  letter  of  July  7,  19^8 
addressed  to  the  Honorable  Stanton  Griffis,  former 
Ambassador  to  Poland,  expressing  your  interest  in  the 
citizenship  case  of  Jan  Socha  who  desires  to  join  his 
aunt,  Agnieszka  Piela,  of  Chicopee,  Massachusetts. 

Your  letter  was  referred  to  the  Embassy  by  Ambassador 
Griffis  from  Cairo,  Egypt,  where  he  is  now  serving. 

I  have  examined  the  records  in  the  case  and  find 
that  Mr.  Socha  executed  his  application  for  a  passport 
at  the  Embassy  on  July  10,  19*+7.  The  Embassy  has  as 
yet  received  no  reply  from  the  appropriate  Polish 
authorities  concerning  the  investigation  which  it  is 
required  to  conduct  in  the  case.  If  it  is  established 
that  Mr.  Socha  has  not  lost  his  American  citizenship, 
which  I  hope  may  be  the  case,  the  Embassy  will  inform 
him  of  the  steps  he  should  take  to  apply  locally  to 
the  Polish  Citizens  Militia  for  an  exit  permit. 

I  should  mention  in  connection  with  applications 
for  exit  permits  that  the  Polish  government  has  inau¬ 
gurated  a  policy  of  denying  permission  to  leave  Poland 
to  persons  possessing  dual  nationality.  The  great 
majority  of  American  citizens  residing  in  Poland, 
because  of  their  birth  in  the  United  States  of  Polish 
parents,  as  in  Mr.  Socha fs  case,  are  regarded  by  the 
Polish  government  as  Polish  citizens  only.  No  recog¬ 
nition  of  dual  nationality  is  admitted  by  the  present 
Polish  government.

Although  the  Embassy  is  exerting  every  effort  to 
enable  such  citizens  to  return  to  the  United  States, 
it  is  most  unlikely  at  the  present  time  that  any  of 
them  will  be  able  to  leave  Poland. 

I  regret  being  unable  to  furnish  you  encouraging 
information  but  hope  that  my  letter  may  serve  to  clarify 
the  status  of  Mr.  Socha’s  case.
